And What Have You

The community of Hamlin received 
another bad blow this week when it 
was announced that the three local 
doctors were dissolving their part­ 
nership and 
would 
discontinue 
operating the local hospital at the end 
of this month. 
Not only does this put the future of 
our hospital in question but it also 
puts a cloud over the whole future of 
Hamlin unless we can find other 
doctors to replace them. 
There is not much future for a town 
without medical facilities. 
While things look pretty bleak as of 
right now I do not believe they are 
hopeless. I believe that Hamlin has 
too much to offer for us not to be able 
to find some doctors interested in 
moving here. It has evidently been a 
good practice for the three doctors for 
the past 23 years and I can see no 
reason that it could not be the same in 
the future. 
From the statement issued by the 
doctors it appears that Dr. Smith has 
not made any definite plans as yet 
and maybe, if we can find him some 
help, he will be willing to stay. I can 
understand that he must have some 
assurance of help before he could 
consider staying because it would just 
become more load than any one 
doctor could handle. 
Our biggest problem now is time. 
We must find some more doctors soon 
or we are faced with the prospects of 
starting all over again. 
It appears that if we are going to 
have medical facilities any time in 
the future we likely will have to come 
up with a clinic and at the very least 
completely 
overhaul 
our 
hospital 
facilities. But I believe that the people 
of Hamlin can do all of this if we can 
just come up with some doctors. 
And with communities all over the 
nation looking for doctors there is no 
question but what this will be a 
problem. But as I said earlier I 
believe that Hamlin has too much to 
offer for us not to be able to solve this 
problem, if we will just get to work on 
it. 
Just since Monday a number of 
people have started to work on this 
problem and a number of contacts 
have already been made. 
But now is the time for everyone to 
come forward who might even know 
somebody who knows somebody that 
might know of an available doctor. 
What we need right now are leads. 
We can not just sit back and wring 
our hands and worry because this will 
not solve our problem. What we need 
now is leadership and workers to get 
out and find these doctors. The rest of 
the problems can be solved. 


I received the following letter this 
week from Peggye Bonds, executive 
secretary of the Hamlin Board of 
Community Development: 
Dear Bob: 
“We of the BCD want to thank you 
for publishing the news of the town. 
Especially do we thank you for telling 
the people of our community what we 
are striving to do through the Board 
of Community Development. 
“It has come to my attention this 
week, especially since reading in the 
Hamlin Herald about Dr. Perrin’s 
plans to leave, after having served 
the people diligently day and night for 
23 years, that we have failed to give 
thanks and encouragement to Dr. 
Perrin, Dr. Smith and Dr. Hawkins 
during a time of crisis. With all the 
publicity given to the hospital 
situation there has not been any move 
made by the people to give a pat on 
the back, a thank you or a word of 
appreciation to our doctors. 
“On behalf of the BCD and for 
myself I would like to say thank you 
for the many years of faithful service 
and compassion shown this com­ 
munity life. We need more citizens

Bullock said today that despite 
some newspaper articles and 
radio bulletins to the contrary, 
voter registration did not end en 
January 31. 
Secretary Bullock said, “ I am 
aware of at least two newspaper 
articles and several radio an­ 
nouncements which stated that 
January 31 was the last day for 
voter registration. Apparently 
there is some confusion about 
the new voter registration law 
passed by the last legislature. 
Under the new law, voters can 
register any time during the 
year. However, persons must 
register at least 30 days prior to 
an election, to be able to vote in 
that election.” 
Bullock stated that his office 
had mailed a reminder of the 
new voter registration law to all 
County Tax Assessor-Collectors 
who are responsible for issuing 
voter registration certificates.

Doctors to Terminate 


Practices Here Feb. 29 


The doctors who have operated the 
Hamlin Memorial Hospital for the 
past 23 years voted this week to 
discontinue the operation 
of 
the 
hospital and to disband their part­ 
nership 
clinic 
and 
hospital 
management practice effective Feb. 
29. 


The partnership of Dr. E. I). Perrin, 
Dr. E. J. Hawkins and Dr. M. L. 
Smith was formed in 1949. 


In a statement released Tuesday 
the doctors said, “We feel it is in our 
best interests that we discontinue our 
partnership clinic and hospital 
management practice.” 
In their statement they announced 
that they would relocate in separate 
communities with Dr. Perrin moving 
to Cameron as he had announced last 
week. Dr. Hawkins will move his 
practice to Stamford and said that the 
opening date of his office has not yet 
been settled. Dr. Smith is unsure of 
his future plans at this time. 


In making the announcement, Dr. 
Hawkins said that he would continue 
to live in Hamlin and would ad­ 
minister to the needs of the residents 
ot Holiday Lodge. 
J. C. Turner, president of the 
Hamlin 
Memorial 
Hospital 
Association, said Tuesday that it was 
with regret that “we learned of the 
doctor s decision and wish to express 
our appreciation for their many years 
of service to this community.” 
Turner said that he expects to call a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the association that owns the local 
hospital to see where we can go from 
here. He said that our first need is to 
find some doctors to replace those we 
are losing and then to look into the 
possibility for forming a hospital 
district or some type of organization 
that can operate the hospital. 
Turner also stated that a number of 
concerned citizens are working on the 
problem but no progress had been 
made up to noon Tuesday.
